Cuha Expresses Regret 
in “Floridian” Incident

In connection with the United States’ demand 
for a full and prompt explanation involving 
the sheoting by Cuban MIG aircraft near the 
motorship Floridian March 28. the Czech Am- 
bassador [Miloslav Ruzek] today called on the 
Department to deliver a note from the govern- 
ment of Cuba. The Cuban government stated 
that the pilots of its two MIG aircraft had 
arrived at the erroneous conclusion that the 
Floridian was an enemy vessel. The Cuban 
government further stated that it had no wish 
to interfere with the U.S. or other international 
shipping In the Caribbean, that it regrets the 
incident of March 28, and that it is undertaking 
to adopt all possible measures to avoid a recur- 
renee of the incident.
